COLLEGE STATION, May IO. 
-—Growing forage crops and graft­ 
ing them. with hogs is a method 
of improving run-down land that 
is declared to be very efficient by 
D. S. Buchanan, professor of an­ 
imal husbandry at the A. and M. 
College of Texas. 
In 
a 
recent 
radio talk on “Hog Pastures” de­ 
livered over Station WTAW, the 
A. and M. College broadcasting 
station, Professor Buchanan point­ 
ed out that the 
importance 
of 
green pastures for hogs is often 
not realized by farmers, and that 
the saving of grain is by no means 
all that is gained by having green 
grazing availabk for 
hogs. 
He 
emphasized the fact 
that 
green 
grazing acts as a tonic and fur­ 
nished the laxative necessary for 
the health of the hogs, as well as 
providing beneficial exercise that 
the animals need. 
The grain saved by utilization 
of forage crops Is a big item in 
hog production,” Professor Buch­ 
anan said. 
“It is conservatively 
estimated that forages will save 
from 25 to 35 per cent of the grain 
needed to finish hogs for the mar­ 
ges 
‘Growing forage crops and graz­ 
ing them with hogs is a very ef­ 
ficient method of improving ru n ­ 
down land. 
Practically all the fer­ 
tilizing elements of the vegetation 
produced on the land, except that 
stored in the animal bodies, goes 
back into the soil in manure. The 
loss is more than offset where ex­ 
tra grain is fed to the hogs. 
“Pastures are divided into two 
classes— perm anent and temporary 
forage crops pastures. 
A perma­ 
nent pasture supplemented with a 
quick 
growing, 
heavy 
yielding, 
tem porary forage crop makes an 
ideal combination for hog produc­ 
tion. 
Perm anent pasture grasses 
best suited to Texas are Bermuda, 
bur clover, alfalfa, sweet clover, 
and lespeodeza. Alfalfa and sweet 
clover are only suited to certain 
localities. 
A mixture of Bermuda 
and bur clover is especially well 
adapted to Texas. Perm anent pas­ 


tures do best when grazed closely 
as hogs do not relish grass except 
when it is young and tender. 
It 
is usually recommended 
that 
at 
least one acre of perm anent pas­ 
ture be provided for each brood 
sow on the farm. 
“The value of temporary pas­ 
ture or forage crop pasture is of­ 
ten underestimated. 
It is possi­ 
ble to provide green grazing for 
hogs in Texas during the entire 
year unless it be during the sum­ 
mers of extrem ely dry years. For­ 
age crops may be sown broadcast 
but best results are obtained when 
the crop is planted in rows. Culti­ 
vation can then keep down the 
weeds and retain the moisture, and 
less damage will result to the crop 
from tram pling, as the hogs will 
walk between the rows while graz­ 
ing. 
“ Alfalfa, where it can be pro­ 
duced, is the best forage that can 
be grown for hogs. 
It should not 
be grazed too closely as the young 
shoots will be laten and the crop 
destroyed. 
At least one cutting of 
hay should be produced during the 
season even though it is used for 
pasture. 
Five to eight 100-pound 
hogs may b. grazed per acre and 
the usual crop harvested. 
“The clovers are similar to al­ 
falfa as a grazing crop and very 
close to alfalfa in feeding value. 
“Cowpeas furnish excellent for­ 
age for hogs but the grazing sea­ 
son is r latively short. They should 
not be grazed before the first peas 
begin to m ature and a sufficient 
number of hogs should be used to 
consurm the p’ant and se-ed before 
they become 
dry. 
The 
season of cowpeas is short 
and 
this coupled with the fact that they 
are drouth resistant, makes them 
valuable as a follow-up crop to 
some early m aturing spring crop. 
An acre of cowpeas will carry five 
to twelve 100-pound hogs during 
the grazing season.” 
O ther forage crops for hogs as 
nam .d by Prof. Johnson are rape, 
oats, wheat, rye, Sudan grass and 
peanuts.

Loss Of Life From Avoidable Accidents 
In U. S. Last Year Near 78,000 Said 
Mayo At Bryan Rotary Club Meet 


The appalling loss of life from 
avoidable accidents, 
totalling 
in 
the U. S. last year between 76,000 
and 78,000, can be su b sta n tia l re­ 
duced only by the slow process of 
education”, declared H. M. Mayo 
of Houston before Bryan Rotary 
yesterday. 
Mr. Mayo 
was intro­ 
duced by W. E. Farm er, in charge 
of the program, as the head of the 
D epartm ent of Safety of the Sou­ 
thern Pacific Lines in Texas and 
Louisiana, a 
departm ent formed 
by the railroads during war times 
at the suggestion of the Federal 
Government. 
That a campaign 
of education 
gives results, the speaker pointed 
out that in 1912 a total of 711 
men were injured on their lines 
while in 1926, in spite of a forty 
per cent increase of business, only 
245 men m et accidents. The work 
of the Safety D epartm ent has pro­ 
gressed very 
satisfactorily 
and 
now has the confidence 
of 
all 
employees. 
While blessing 
the 
name 
of 
Henry Ford for having put riding 
pleasures 
within 
reach 
of the 
masses, Mr. 
Mayo 
thinks 
folks 
should also 
consider 
that 
the 
popularization of the auto has re­ 
sulted in a menace,— the develop­ 
ment of a new class he term ed the 
“driving fools”. 
Of a little more 
than 75,000 
avoidable 
accidents 
last year, about 25,000 were with 
automobiles. 
Grade crossing accidents, how­ 
ever, only took toll of about 1800 
persons. 
“Those 
who 
believe 
that the grade 
crossing 
danger 
should be overcome by elim inat­ 
ing them entirely” he said “should 
bear in mind th at there are 725,- 
000 such crossings In the U. S. 
and that more are being added 
each year. 
Last year 740 were 
removed and 4500 new ones ad­ 
ded. 
Neither will laws compelling 
motorists to stop before crossing 
tracks amount to much, because 
such laws cannot compel. 
The 
main trouble back ff most car 
acidents is too much speed, and 


the chief solution of the problem 
is to be found in educating some 
sixty million drivers to be care­ 
fu l’’.
